Cummins alters 
lawsuit against 
City, Mayor of 
Augusta 

Greg Cummins was 
in Bracken County Circuit 
Court on Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 16 in reference to his im¬ 
pending lawsuit against the 
City of Augusta and Mayor 
John Laycock. Circuit Court 
Judge Stockton Wood al¬ 
lowed the City of Augusta 
and Mayor Laycock 14 ad¬ 
ditional days to respond 
to Cummins’ response, re¬ 
ceived Tuesday, February 
14th by the city of Augusta 
and Mayor Laycock, to the 
motion to dismiss his law¬ 
suit completely. Wood addi¬ 
tional allowed 7 more days 
for Cummins’ subsequent 
response. 

In his response filed on 
the 14th, Cummins voluntari¬ 
ly withdrew count 3, official 
misconduct against Mayor 
Laycock. Judge Wood told 
each party to submit their re¬ 
sponses and documentation 
and he would go over it out¬ 
side of the courtroom. Once 
he had received everything 
and gone over it, if he needed 
further clarification or infor¬ 
mation, he would then notify 
each party of the date set for 
a special hearing. 

The remaining three 
counts in Cummins’ lawsuit 
deal with a whistleblower 
claim, breach of contract and 
negligent supervision on the 
part of Mayor Laycock.

Ira Craig sends story of 
The 1907 Flood Continued 
Of the many homes dam¬ 
aged on Front Street, that of 
Clarence Hunter’s is the worst. 
The waves drove a large log 
through the front wall doing 
great damage. 

The force of the waves 
drove his piano through an 
adjoining brick wall, Mr. 
Hunter’s home is almost a to¬ 
tal wreck. It is the old James 
Armstrong property, and was 
one of the many attractive 
Front Street homes. 
Destruction in the West End 
While the water wind 
entailed great loss upon the 
business center of town, it re¬ 
mained for the extreme West 
End, below Ferry Street. With 
the exception of the six tene¬ 
ment houses of T. D. Ryan, 
not a house remains below the 
above named street, but what 
is wrecked or entirely de¬ 
stroyed and carried away. It is 
a scene of desolation—one to 
be seen to comprehend. Many 
an humble but happy home 
has been swept away, and but 
for the generosity of friends, 
through whose veins there 
ever flows the milk of human 
kindness, the occupants would 
have but the broad canopy of 
heaven to cover them. “Be 
it ever so humble there’s no 
place like homes,” and many a 


poor tired husband and weary 
mother and hungry children 
looked out the next morning 
upon a wide waste of waters 
where the night before they 
had enjoyed the comforts of a 
happy home. Below we give a 
list of the houses wrecked and 
carried away: 

Frank Ginn’s one-story 
tenement house swept away. 

Mrs. Fritz Bauder’s tene¬ 
ment house was carried away, 
while her adjoining home was 
considerably damaged. 

George F. Gregston’s 
home—a one story house— 
which he lately purchased, 
was destroyed by the storm of 
Saturday night. 

Gabe and Doc Preston, 
colored, both their houses, 
situated on the river bank. 

Nate Riley, a hard-work¬ 
ing mortal, just recently 
bought the old George Willet 
property, situated on the river 
bank. He now has only a va¬ 
cant lot; not a vestige of his 
former home remains. 

The home of Cynthia Bell, 
colored, was tom from its 
foundation and badly wrecked, 
but can be repaired. 

The dwelling of Mrs. Em¬ 
mett Bravard was seriously 
damaged, but can be repaired. 

The house of Peter DeL- 
isle is entirely gone, and noth¬ 
ing but the vacant lot remains.

WHAT IS GRACE? 
by Cornelius R. Stam 

"The father of lies” always hates the truth, but he does 
not always oppose it by the same methods. If he fails to suc¬ 
ceed as a roaring lion he may appear as an angel of light, 
suggesting that surely a God of love will not condemn 
Christ-rejectors forever. Sinners, he will contend, are not 
responsible for their sins anyway, for does not Eph. 1:11 
teach that "[God] worketh all things after the counsel of 
His own will"? And thus God Himself is supposed to have 
conceived the idea of sin as "a gracious means to a glori¬ 
ous end," and to have caused man to fall into sin so that He 
might finally save him from it! 

Why an almighty, all-wise, all-loving God permitted 
sin to enter the universe must, for the time being, remain 
an impenetrable mystery to us, but one thing is certain: He 
is not the author of sin, and never accepts the responsibility 
for it — except that in grace and love He bore its penalty for 
man. 

God calls sinners "children of disobedience" and "chil¬ 
dren of wrath" (Eph. 2:2,3), explaining in the clearest lan¬ 
guage that He hates sin and that His anger is kindled against 
it (Rom. 1:18; Eph. 5:6; John 3:36). But if God meant man 
to sin and caused him to sin, how was man disobedient 
and what cause could God have to be angry? Those who 
would shift the responsibility for sin from themselves to 
God should remember that He proclaimed His standards of 
righteousness in the Law "that every mouth may be stopped 
and that all the world may be brought in guilty before God" 
(Rom. 3:19). 

The contention that all will finally be saved may at first 
sound like wonderful grace, but actually there is not one 
particle of grace in it, for it is based on the theory that since 
God got us into sin it is only just that He save us from its 
penalty. But grace is God's mercy and kindness to the unde¬ 
serving. In Eph. 2, after calling sinners "children of disobe¬ 
dience" and therefore "children of wrath," the Apostle Paul 
goes on to say: 

"BUT GOD, who is RICH IN MERCY, for His GREAT 
LOVE wherewith he loved us... hath quickened us... raised 
us up... and made us sit together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus; that in the ages to come He might show THE EX¬ 
CEEDING RICHES OF HIS GRACE IN HIS KINDNESS 
TOWARD US THROUGH CHRIST JESUS" (Eph. 2:4-7).

As the beginning of the 
gastrointestinal tract, the 
mouth starts the digestive 
system’s functions, so it is 
not surprising that nutrition 
and oral health are closely 
linked. When it comes to 
oral health and the teeth, nu¬ 
trition is both protective and 
preventive. Good nutrition 
promotes maintenance of the 
mouth and teeth by mitigat¬ 
ing the negative influences of 
food on teeth, where plaque 
can accumulate. 

Dental decay can be 
caused by many things: 

Acids on teeth: When 
people consume carbohy¬ 
drates, acids are released 
that can damage teeth. The 
more often people eat carb- 
containing foods, the greater 
the potential damage to tooth 
enamel. In other words, fre¬ 
quency of exposure to carb- 
containing foods is worse 
than amount of exposure. 
Each exposure causes a 20- 
minute acid attack that may 
cause tooth decay. 

Food characteristics: 
“Sticky” foods, or cooked 
starches, have the tendency 
to stick to teeth, even though 
they are not necessarily 
sticky in nature. For exam¬ 
ple, chips and crackers fall 
into this category. 

Slow-dissolving foods: 
Foods that take a long time 
to dissolve and therefore re¬ 
main in the mouth for a long 
period of time can cause ac¬ 
ids to destroy enamel. Again, 
this is slightly counter-intui¬ 
tive, as cookies and granola 
bars fall into this category. 


Meal time: When you 
eat foods as part of a meal, 
rather than consume them 
separately, it produces less 
acid. Your saliva produc¬ 
tion increases when you eat 
a meal, and this neutralizes 
acid production and clears 
food from the mouth. Addi¬ 
tionally, water, especially tap 
water or bottled water with 
added fluoride, neutralizes 
acids, strengthens enamel 
and washes food out of the 
mouth. 

Promoting good oral 
health is a very important part 
of overall health. Periodontal 
disease is linked to several 
health issues, including dia¬ 
betes, cardiovascular disease 
and stroke. Tooth decay can 
be prevented with good oral 
hygiene, which includes: 

• Using fluoride tooth¬ 
pastes 

• Drinking water contain¬ 
ing fluoride 

• Receiving regular den¬ 
tal care for prevention and 
treatment 

• Eating limited amounts 
of sugary foods 

• Brushing and flossing 
daily to remove plaque

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Civil War Letter released 
by Historical Society 


The following letter in¬ 
cludes information about the 
Battle of Augusta and the prop¬ 
erty which was destroyed dur¬ 
ing the siege of the town. This 
letter clearly explains who 
owned the ravaged property 
one year after the battle that oc¬ 
curred on September 27, 1862. 
Perhaps Bracken County read¬ 
ers can recognize the names of 
their ancestors who were liv¬ 
ing during those years. William 
E. King was bom in Bracken 
County around 1840 and was 
23 years old when he was draft¬ 
ed according to his U.S. Civil 
War Draft Registration Record. 

This letter was purchased 
on E-bay by Ripley Librarian 
Alison Gibson and forwarded 
to the Society for our files. 
Alison’s parents, John and Sue 
Gibson live on Riverside Drive 
in Augusta.

Postmark Ripley, Ohio 
Addressed to Mrs. J. K. King 
Georgetown, Ohio 
Augusta January 24 th , 1863 
Mrs. King, Dear friend, 

I suppose you think I have 
forgotten you, but such is not 
the case. We often (think) about 
you, P. W. King, and all the peo¬ 
ple of Georgetown. How much 
kindness they showed towards 
us all.

Tires are not an 
acceptable item and ask that 
you adhere to the rules and 
regulations as set forth by 
the Maysville-Mason County 
Landfill. 

Recently we had a call 
concerning the disposal of 
CFL light bulbs that use less 
energy to operate. Thesebulbs 
do contain a small amount of 
mercury and require special 


handling. When these bulbs 
bum out, put them into a 
plastic bag and take them 
to the Returns Department 
at the Lowe’s Store in 
Maysville. There is a special 
collection box for CFL 
bulbs, another compartment 
for rechargeable batteries and 
another for clean plastic bags. 
In just about every trailer we 
find a bag filled with plastic 
bags. We know that folks 
who put these into the trailers 
think that that bag of plastic 
bags is being recycled when, 
in reality, they are not. The 
Mason County Recycling 
Center is not equipped to 
handle these bags and their 
only option is to send them 
to the landfill. In order to 
recycle any plastic bags, 
you must take them to Wal- 
Mart, Kroger or Lowe’s in 
Maysville and put them into 
the special recycling boxes 
available for specifically 
recycling the plastic bags. 

A couple of folks have 
asked about the bubble 
wrap that is so common in 
shipping packages. Again, 
that material is termed 
“plastic sheeting” and is not 
recyclable in our area. This 
material however can be 
reused. It is a good idea to 
keep some on hand in case 
you yourself need to ship 
something. Of course, it 
really comes in handy for 
wrapping dishes and other 
delicate items when someone 
moves to a new home or 
relocates. The purpose of 
the three r’s is to get folks to 
think outside the box to keep 
as many items as possible 
from going to landfills. As we 
have mentioned before, the 
day will come when landfills 
will be mined to remove the 
useable, recyclable material. 

We urge our Bracken 
County residents to be a 
part of the solution and not 
the problem by continuing 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful. 
Be seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

Bracken County 
High School 
surveys teachers 

Bracken County High 
School has placed an em¬ 
phasis on positive commu¬ 
nication between its teachers 
and the parents of its student 
body. In an effort to moni¬ 
tor such communication to 
assess and make improve¬ 
ments, BCHS teachers were 
recently surveyed about their 
participation in positive ex¬ 
changes with parents. 

Teachers were asked to 
total the number of times 
in which they positively 
communicated to a parent 
through any means, includ¬ 
ing such types of commu¬ 
nication as phone calls, let¬ 
ters and e-mails. In just one 
month, BCHS teachers had 
over 100 positive exchanges 
with parents. 

The administration was 
extremely pleased with these 
results and is encouraging 
teachers to continue this ef¬ 
fort and also document any 
future positive exchanges 
they yield. 

The survey focused only 
on the positives and did not 
include any interactions with 
parents that dealt with a stu¬ 
dent’s poor grades or bad be¬ 
havior. 

The teachers reported 
sending out 59 positive e- 
mails, which appeared to be 
the most widely used form 
of communication to the par¬ 
ents. Additionally, teachers 
made 19 phone calls and had 
11 face-to-face conversations 
with parents. Other forms 
of communication included 
newsletters, letters, a BCHS- 
linked Facebook page, and 
use of the school district’s 
automated phone service, 
Alert Now. 

The goals of such com¬ 
munication are to use posi¬ 
tive reinforcement with the 
students in order to build 
upon and improve their suc¬ 
cess rate in and out of the 
classroom. It will also help 
keep an open dialogue be¬ 
tween parents and teachers, 
as well as the students and 
their parents during the teen¬ 
age years. Good communica¬ 
tion also helps keep everyone 
involved informed and on the 
same page when it comes to 
a child’s education. 

The administration would 
also encourage parents to ini¬ 
tiate communication with 
their child’s teachers.

Dear Editor, 

In coming weeks, Con¬ 
gress will be considering 
Medicare physician payment 
in legislation that could de¬ 
termine whether many fam¬ 
ily physicians can remain in 
business. 

The debate begins with 
the Conference Committee 
on the Payroll Tax Extension, 
which will decide whether to 
temporarily prevent a 27.4 
percent reduction in Medi¬ 
care physician payment set 
for March 1. That’s impor¬ 
tant, because Medicare pay 
reductions set off a cascade 
of cuts by private insurers 
who peg their physician pay¬ 
ment to Medicare rates. A 
Medicare cut this deep threat¬ 
ens to push more than one in 
10 family physician practices 
out of business. 

We need permanent re¬ 
form. A temporary extension 
keeps your doctor’s office 
open for a short time, but it 
perpetuates a bad system at 
an increasing cost. 

We can help end this 
cycle of threatened cuts and 
temporary fixes by telling 
Senator McConnell, Sena¬ 
tor Paul, and Representative 
Geoff Davis that we want the 
conference committee to pro¬ 
pose a stable Medicare physi¬ 
cian payment system — one 
that starts with a long-term 
extension of current payment 
while Congress replaces the 
flawed Medicare payment 
formula. We need a system 
that allows doctors to plan 
their businesses’ future and 
ensures they remain open to 
meet their patients’ health 
care needs.

P. T. Cook 
enters Union Army 

This article obtained from 
the P. T. Cook diary gives only 
a brief look at Cook’s life in 
1863, just before he entered 
the Union Army. 

March 11, 1863 - Close 
school at Todd’s Run, March 
11, 1863. 

June 18, 1863 - Cousin 
Abbie Chartterton married to 
Isaac Elsturn. 

September 24, 1863 - 
Take up school in Marathon, 
Ohio, board with Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller. Wages $30 per 
month. 

October 24, 1863 - Cous¬ 
in Laura Thornton is 6 today. 

December 11, 1863 - 
Close school at Marathon, 
Ohio. (Editor’s note: Mara¬ 
thon is an unincorporated 
town in eastern Jackson 
Township, Clermont County.) 

December 12, 1863 - Go 
to Forrest Hill, Ohio, (to) 
board with Cousin Hiram 
Wheeler’s family. 

December 14,1863 - Take 
up school. 

December 31,1863 - Very 
warm. 

January 1, 1864 - Mercu¬ 
ry 24 below. (This must have 
been a terrible change in tem¬ 
perature in one day.) 

January 2, 1864 - Still 
cold. 

January 4, 1864 - Heavy 
snow. 

January 6, 1864 - Went 
sleigh riding. Mercury at 
zero. 

March 4, 1864 - Closed 
school at Forrest Hill. 

July 10, 1864 - Cousin 
Amos J. Chatterton died near 
Marietta, Georgia. 

August 8, 1864 - Grand¬ 
mother Mary Douglas Thomp¬ 
son died. 

August 31, 1864 - 1 went 
to Hillsboro, Ohio, intending 
to volunteer in the 4 th Cavalry 
but did not find Captain King, 
so returned Home on Septem¬ 
ber 1. 

But returned to Hillsboro 
(Ohio) to enter the infantry 
on September 2 and was en¬ 
rolled under W. H. Langstaff 
that evening. We were mus¬ 
tered in September 4 th and 
on the 5 th was sent to Camp 
Dennison. (Editor’s note: 
Camp Dennison was a mili¬ 
tary recruiting, and medical 
post for the U. S. Army dur¬ 
ing the Civil War. The camp 
was located near Cincinnati 
and the Ohio River. 

September 16, 1864 - Our 
company “E” was organized 
with Captain F. M. Posegate, 
First Lieutenant R. F. Watson, 
and Second Lieutenant W. H. 
Langstaff. 

October 6, 1864 - Went 
home on a two day pass, re¬ 
turned by way of Cincinnati 
October 8 th .
